The latest one brought to my at­ 
tention is: “Curtiss” and 
"Biskra" 
Palms are found in the Indio Hills, 
while the Washington is the “ 'na­ 
tive' of the desert." 
This appears 
in the printed matter on the back 
o f a map furnished with the "compli­ 
ments" of one of our leading busi­ 
ness establishments catering to build­ 
ers. 
It may be just an unfortunate 
arrangement of words or may be the 
reasoning of 
someone 
unfamiliar 
with the desert palm. 
In either case 
it does convey an erroneous impres­ 
sion to visitors who are unfamiliar 
with the fact that Curtiss and Biskra 
are the names of places and not the 
names of species of palms. The palms 
growing at these two localities are 
W ashington palms and are native to 
this desert. 
A number of absurd 
statements such as the above 
are 
found in Palm Springs advertising 
and 
publicity. 
If 
“ignorance 
is 
bliss" some of the advertising men 
and publicity men delving into the 
field of desert natural science and 
history should be living in Seventh 
Heaven. 


Some weeks ago I stopped at 
a little place near the Mexican 
border, where travelers can buy 
limited supplies and if they tarry 
awhile, pick up an abundance of 
information. 
Being in no par­ 
ticular hurry and having made 
my purchases I engaged an old 
man in conversation by 
asking 
him about the country there­ 
about. 
He sounded me out for 
a few minutes and as I had no 
definite opinions to express (I 
have found it fruitful to refrain 
from opinions if I am after in­ 
formation) he launched into a 
discussion of the local geology 
but soon became switched to a 
certain section of Colorado. 
It 
seems, he there locked 
horns 
with the scientific clan and dur­ 
ing the tussle found 
a 
future 
life’s work in hauling the poor 
scientists over the red hot coals. 
H e eyed me and expostulated, 
“These here scientific 
fellows 
are the biggest fools in the 
whole world. 
They don t know

a 
land slide. 
Sometimes some of 
these 
scientific

A s it had been some years since 
I had visited the particular locality 
in Colorado he referred to and de­ 
siring to hear more of the local sit­ 
uation as he "savvied” it I innocent­ 
ly asked, ‘W ell, what about this des­ 
ert country? Can you tell me about 
the fossil oyster beds in the Yuha 
Plain and in the Fish Mountains?

Q uackenbush Confers 
With John Collier 
Regarding Indian Case 


Commissioner John Collier, chief of 
the U. S. Indian Bureau at W ashing-] 
ton, arrived in Los Angeles by air­ 
plane last Friday m orning. 
He was 
m et by Federal Agent H. H. Quaek- 
enbush, head of the Palm Springs res­ 
ervation. W hile it was not stated that 
he came west particularly to check on 
the local Indian situation, it is assum ­ 
ed that it was one of the m ajor rea­ 
sons for his trip. 
W hile Commissioner Collier attend­ 
ed to other m atters during his brief 
visit, Friday and Saturday, he spent 
much tim e in conference 
w ith 
the 
United States A ttorney afid with Spe­ 
cial Agent Quackenbush, at which time 
the Com m issioner was given a com 
plete picture of the Palm Springs case 


and the subsequent course of action 
w as determ ined upon. 
The com m issioner further evidenced 
his interest in the local question by 
m aking a visit to Riverside to confer 
w ith officials of the M ission 
Indian 
Agency and with the six 
prisoners. 
Shortly afterw ard he set off by plane 
on the return trip to W ashington. 
Through Mr. Q uackenbush cam e the 
following statem ent, Monday: 
“Com m issioner Collier. B ureau of In ­ 
dian Affairs, visited R iverside today, 
conferred with th e officials of the Mis­ 
sion Indian reservation and interview ­ 
ed the six prisoners held pending trial 
in the Riverside county jail. 
“Com m issioner Collier w as accom-

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THE SUPREME COURT ISSUE 


At the end of the first sesión of the current 
Congress, it was believed that the Supreme Court 
issue .would again be introduced at the next ses­ 
sion. 
Since that time, the feeling has grown that, 
due to the size and influence of Congressional op­ 
position, the issue is dead, and may not see the 
light of day again. 
If the country press of the nation accurately 
reflects the temper of the American people, the 
issue is dead indeed. 
The Industrial News Review recently 
sent 
a questionnaire to 12,582 country papers asking 
four direct, non-leading questions concerning pos­ 
sible Court changes. More than 2,300 papers re­ 
plied. Proposed legislation that would permit the 
President to appoint additional Justices, was op­ 
posed by 90.4 per cent; 71.6 per cent were 
op­ 
posed to the proposal that a two-thirds vote of 
the Court be required to declare acts of Congress 
unconstitutional; 72 per cent were opposed to any 
bill forcing Justices to retire at an age fixed by 
law. 
And 88.3 per cent were opposed to a con­ 
stitutional amendment limiting the authority of 
the Court over acts of Congress. 
There was a remarkable consistency in the 
views of editors in far separated states, showing 
sentiment solidified against Court changes, irre­ 
spective of sectional politics and feelings. 
The 
completed questionnaires, together with a multi­ 
tude of supplemental notes and letters, indicate 
that these editors—as did the Congressional min­ 
ority when the Court bill was voted on-—feel that 
the Supreme Court is the bulwark of our liberties, 
and our first line of defense against dictatorship, 
and that it would be a national catastrophe 
4o 
tamper with it. 
The country press is not swayed by momen­ 
tary enthusiasms, or political hysteria. 
It looks 
at issues in the light of their effect on the funda­ 
mentals of government. 
It thinks them out. And 
no better example of this fact could be found than 
in the editors’ reply to the Industrial News R e­ 
view’s Court questionnaire. 


CONTROLLING DANGEROUS FORCES 


As Albert W. Whitney of the National Con­ 
servation Bureau and the National Safety Council 
points out, civilization is constantly introducing 
new hazards into life, such as steam, electricity, 
explosives, poisons, locomotives 
and 
airplanes. 
Gradually, as our knowledge increases, we learn 
how to use such new forces and devices so that 
they may perform the utmost in public 
service 
with a minimum of risk. 
The automobile is in the same category. And 
it can be dealt with in the same manner as other 
dangerous forces whose m enaces have been elim­ 
inated or greatly subdued, and whose 
contribu­ 
tion to better living and working conditions have 
boon correspondingly increased. 
Education is tlie essential thing. And it must 
not be hit-and-miss education. It must represent 
a permanent, planned program, administered by 
experts. 
So far as the traffic problem is involved, it is 
difficult to educate the adult. 
But the adults of 
tomorrow can be taught to use our streets and 
highways carefully and properly. Amazing prog­ 
ress has been made in expanding safety education 
and training in school currículums. Students are 
not only taught the rudiments of safety driving, 
but what is equally important, the rudiments 
of 
walking. 
The result is found in the statistics— a 
steady decline in traffic fatalities to children 
of 
school age, even though fatalities to adults great­ 
ly increased during the same years. 
The school which does 
not 
teach 
safety 
shirks its responsibility to the children in its care, 
and to the community at large. 
Comparatively 
little expense is required to adopt and carry on a 
safety course— and the saving, measured in dol­ 
lars as well as in the more important coin of lives, 
is incalculably greater. 


YOU CA N T LEGISLATE BRAINS 


There is growing realization on the part of 
merchandising groups, that those merchants who 
back laws to penalize their competitors, are court­ 
ing disaster. This point of view dominates some 
remarks recently made by Hector Lazo, executive 
vice president of the Cooperative Food Distribu­ 
tors of America, who said: “Merchants who pre­ 
fer to place their reliance on discriminatory or 
class legislation will find them selves left behind 
by the parade. There is no law that can legislate 
brains for the man who fails to use his own, nor 
inject ambition and self-reliance into the heart of 
the lazy.” 


Economic 
Highlights 


As Congress settles down to work 
each branch has on Its calendar a 
sizable list of im portant laws which 
were passed at th e last session by one 
of the Houses but not by the other. 
The statu s of these bills Is not chang­ 
ed by the ending of the first session— 
they go over into the following session 
on precisely the sam e basis as if Con­ 
gress has not adjourned at all. 
Some 
of them will com e up in the current 
special session—those which do not, 
will come again into prominence when 
the regular, concluding session of the 
75th Congress is called in January. 
The United S tates News recently pub­ 
lished a sum m ary of the more im por­ 
tant acts which have m et the approval 
of one branch, and are yet to be pass­ 
ed or condem ned by the other. 
The Senate, in its first session, pass­ 
ed several extrem ely im portant m eas­ 
ures, which are now ready for House 
of R epresentatives’ scrutiny. 
These 
bills are: 
W ages and H ours: 
The bill creates 
a Federal board w ith sweeping powers 
to establish m aximum hours of work 
and minimum wages, under certain 
restrictions. 
It is an A dm inistration 
i “m ust” m easure, and was one of the 
| two desired laws which led to the call­ 
ing of the special session. 
Chance for 
passage in present form is only fair; 
there is a better chance th a t extensive 
revision will be dem anded. 
Business 
sentim ent is solidified against the bill, 
not. prim arily, because of fear of the 
wages and hours standards it 
pro­ 
vides, but because of the feeling th at 
the board would be a czar over indus­ 
try. 
The business recession, which 
has resulted In a strong desire on the 
part of m any congressm en to m ake 
| the special and the next regular ses- 
| slon reassuring to industry, has dam ­ 
aged the bill’s chances. 
Child Labor: 
W ill probably pass, 
then become an Issue in th e courts. 
W heat Insurance: 
Would set up a 
plan to protect farm ers against w heat 
crop failures. 
Is highly debatable as 
a practical m easure, but 
has 
good 
chance of passing, perhaps in revised 
form. 
Revision of Food and Drugs Law : 
Designed to correct w eaknesses and 
inadequacies in the present law. W ill 
probably 
pass, though 
not 
without 
strong opposition. 
Train Lim it U w : 
W ould restrict 
length of freight trains to 70 cars. 1.' 
supported by labor as a make-work 
m easure, opposed by railw ay m anage­ 
m ent on the grounds that 
its 
cost 
would lie unbearable without 
m ajor 
rate increases, and it would make op­ 
eration less safe. 
House opposition 
to the law has been growing. 
Chance 
of passing seem s waning. 
I 
Condemnation of Stt-pown Strikes: 
This Is not a law but an expression 
I of congressional sentim ent on a m ajor 
issue of the tim e. 
Has m uch b etter 
chance of passing the House now than 
, it did last session, but it may 
be

Com paratively little m oisture is nec­ 
essary to bring crops of oats, barley, 
wheat and rye.

"W hat can you do with a child like 
that?” was his 
m other’s 
desperate 
query. 


In the first place, I 
should 
give 
thanks for such fearlessness, prid<> and 
positive will, realizing, too. w hat an 
overwhelm ing responsibility was mine 
in turning such strong character traits 
into the right channel 
where 
they 
could be converted into assets 
in­ 
stead of liabilities. 
A spanking, as 
I that m other learned, was the wrong 
program —or the spanking should have 
been adm inistered years earlier! But 
a show-down was absolutely 
neces­ 
sary. For the sake of all future disci­ 
pline, and for the future of the child 
himself, the m other had to establish 
her authority. 


She should have locked the young­ 
ster prom ptly in his room, or In the 
garage, w here he could do no further 
damage, and then waited—all day, or 
all week, if necessary—until he was 
in a fram e of mind to discuss things.

T h at Riverside county taxes have al­ 
most reached the previous high point 
of 1932, when the Riley-Stew art act 
was passed by the legislature, is dis­ 
closed by California Taxpayers asso­ 
ciation. in its publication issued this 
week. 


The Riley-Stewart plan was adopted 
at a moment in the 
depression 
at 
which taxes w ere considered almost 
too g reat a load to bear, it is pointed 
out, and provided for the assum ption 
of th e counties' share of school sup­ 
port, am ounting to $42,000.000. by the 
state, and for its paym ent by sales 
tax. 


At the sam e tim e, alm ost a billion 
dollars of utility property w as trans­ 
ferred from state to local taxation in 
the various counties. 
The R iley-Stew art act was intended 
to reduce county taxes to a consider­ 
able extent, It w as stated. 


T he article declares th at th e 
total 
county, school and special district tax 
levies for R iverside county, not 
in­ 
cluding city taxes, in the year 1932-33 
were $3,041,066. 
F or the coming year 
they will be $3.008,781. 


Thus, according to the author, “the 
increases of th e past three years have 
wiped out not only the economies in­ 
troduced during the depression but 
also th e $42,000,000 reduction in prop­ 
erty taxes through the tran sfer 
of 
county school support.

Welfare Costs Up 
75 Percent 
Rvierside county’s welfare budget 
for the current fiscal year is greater 
by 75 per cent, or $565,211, than its 
actual expenditures for relief purposes, 
during'the preceding year, according 
to a study made by California Taxpay­ 
ers association. The county plans to 
spend $1,313,455 for aid to the needy 
aged, blind and orphans, and for care 
of county indigents, compared with 
$748,244 during 1936-37, the association 
found. 
Budget allowances for the needy 
;: getl amount to $977,760 compared 
with last year expenditures of $525,­ 
210; an allowance of $30.000 has been 
set up for the blind, compared to ex­ 
penditures of $15,29S during the pre­ 
ceding year; $64,000 is budgeted for 
orphan aid, where $53,613 was spent 
last year; while aid to county indl- 
gents, the so-called "unemployables,” 
is estimated at $171,075 compared with 
expenditures of $103,337 in 1936-37. 
The budget allows $70,620 for admin­ 
istrative expense, compared with $50,­ 
786 for that purpose last year, the as­ 
sociation found. 
"The cost of aid for aged, blind and 
orphans is divided between the fed­ 
eral, state and county governments. 
This fact,” the association pointed out, 
“gives many persons the easy feeling 
that they are escaping most of the 
cost. This is very far from the truth. 
California pays about a dollar and a 
half into the federal treasury for ev­ 
ery dollar that comes back in federal 
grants. Contributions from the state 
to the counties merely come out of 
other taxes paid by the same people. 
The state share of aid to the aged, 
blind and orphans comes out of the 
sales tax, the state income tax. the 
insurance premium tax, and other 
state taxes paid by every individual 
in the state who earns or spends 
money. The county share is carried 
by property taxpayers. There is no 
greater nor more dangerous fallacy 
than the belief that somebody else 
pays for relief."

Completion of 
Pipe-Line Job 
Announced 


Completion of pipe laying on 
the 
world’s largest pre-cast concrete pipe 
line was reported this week at 
the 
headquarters of the Metropolitan W a ­ 
ter district. 
Constructed as a part of 
the distributing system of the Metro­ 
politan aqueduct, the giant water line 
has an average diameter of 12 feet 
and its building has required the use 
of 465.000 barels of cement. 


Located along the "upper feeder” of 
the aqueduct distributing system, the 
various sections of this pipe line have 
a total length of 36 miles and have 
been placed between the Cajalco res­ 
ervoir near Riverside and the city of 
Pasadena. 
That part of the distribu­ 
tion system 
now under construction 
w ill have a total length of 150 miles 
and w ill carry 500 million gallons of 
water daily, or one-half the capacity 
of the main aqueduct. 
. 
.• 
Varying in diameter from 12 feet to 
10 feet, the precast concrete section® 
that make up the line just completed 
are the largest that have ever been 
fabricated. 
Each of these sections Jjs 
twelve feet long, and in" the case ®f 
the larger diameter pipe, each section 
weighs 42 tons.-j,

Because of the tremendous size-of 
this pipe, there were no existing pipe 
plants that could manufacture them, 
and it was necessary to build 
three

Southern Pacific announces plans 
to operate in Its own name store-door 
pick-up and delivery service now per­ 
formed by Pacific Motor Transport 
Company, according to W. J. Purcell, 
Palm Springs agent. 
Southern Pacific Company, as part 
of its progressive program since early 
in 1929, has been giving to the ship­ 
ping public a store-door pick up and 
delivery service for their less-than-car- 
load traffic. On interstate traffic this 
service has been provided directly in 
the name of Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany. For intrastate traffic, this ser­ 
vice has been provided in the name 
of Southern Pacific's wholly owned 
subsidiary. Pacific Motor Transport 
Company. 
Effective January 1. 1938, or as soon 
thereafter as possible, all of the serv­ 
ice, both interstate and intrastate, 
will be given directly in the name of

ON BORDER 
U. S. customs agents along the Mex­ 
ican boundary, veterans in wars 
against international smuggling rings, 
are waging a battle to halt the flow 
of marihuana from Its native Mexico 
into this country. 
The federal battle Unes are moving 
southward into the tiny villages of the 
vast, barren Northern Mexico country, 
where the dread "giggle weed” is cult­ 
ivated and grows wild. 
Agents at Nogales consider their 
current fight for eradication of the 
weed a gigantic task, despite the fact 
that they are fighting "small fry” 
smugglers instead of "big time” rack­ 
eteers. 
Veterans of wild border forays 
against gold, ammunition and smug­ 
gling rings, these officers declare their 
task difficult because of elusive tac­ 
tics of the narcotics peddlers. 
The agents’ first capture under the 
new anti-marihuana law of congress, 
approved by President Roosevelt last 
Southern Pacific. Store-door rates and August, occurred when they nabbed 
service themselves will remain un­ 
changed, the only change being in the 
name. This change is being made to 
avoid in the future inconvenience to 
shippers of using different tariffs and 
billing documents for their interstate 
traffic and intrastate traffic. 
The Pacific Motor Transport Com­ 
pany was established in 1929 as an 
experiment to perform store-door pick­ 
up and delivery service for the rail­ 
road within the state of California. 
During the early days of the experi­ 
ment the merchandise freight was 
transported between stations by regu­ 
lar freight trains after having been 
first picked up at the shipper's store 
by railroad operated trucks. At des­ 
tination it was delivered to the con­ 
signee’s store door by railroad operat­ 
ed trucks. The service became so pop­ 
ular that the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany began transporting this merchan­ 
dise traffic in fast freight trains. 
Plans are being rapidly completed, 
and it is hoped that this service will 
be operated under the name of the 
Southern Pacific by the first of next 
year, or shortly thereafter. 


a cheaply dressed peddler with sev­ 
eral marihuana cigarets in his posses­ 
sion. He was turned over to federal 
narcotic officers in Phoenix, Arizona. 
A few border officers say their job 
is easy because the marihuana ped­ 
dlers are petty agents seeking a little 
"easy money.” Their crime is not of 
sufficient import to force them 
to 
shoot their way out of traps. 
A recent survey along the interna­ 
tional boundary showed the average 
price of the "weed” cigarets is about 
two for 25 cents on the American side. 
Across the line, in the squalor of Mex­ 
ican pueblos and towns, the small cig­ 
arets sell for 10 centavos, or about 3 
cents. 
Agents have learned the wildly 
sprouting weed generally is cultivated 
in corn fields where it can be con­ 
cealed from casual observers by large 
stalks.

DUCK H U N T IN G 
SEASON O P E NS 


The 1937 California duck 
season 
should provide hunters the best shoot­ 
ing in recent years, according to re­ 
ports gathered by the state division 
of fish and game. 


The season opened at 7 a. m„ Satur­ 
day, November 27, and closes a t 4 p. 
m., Sunday, December 26. 


W ith heavy flocks of ducks report­ 
ed in the state’s m ost popular hunting 
areas long before the season opening, 
storm s in the north, considerable early 
rainfall — particularly in the Sacra­ 
m ento valley—and com paratively mod­ 
erate tem peratures all forecast excel­ 
lent conditions for the early part of 
the season. 
Federal regulations will prevail in 
California. 
Bag lim its allow 10 ducks 
and four geese per day or 30 ducks 
and eight geese a week. 
The weekly 
limit on Canadian honkers is 12. Only 
10 ducks and four geese are allowed 
in possession during one day.

Across 
the landscape sweeps a great umber 
band, which you take to be the shad­ 
ow of a vagrant cloud. 
But overhead 
it is sparkling blue today. 
The Santa Rosas shoulder out the 
w estern sky, and m ighty San Jacinto 
m arks the very edge of the world. 
A siren from the highway shatters 
my day-dream ing, rem inding me that 
we are close to the line of the aque­ 
duct. 
T hat huge snake winds along 
the edge of th e hills until your tired 
eye ceases to follow it. 


Two wells here supply aqueduct wa­ 
ter th at has been heated volcanically 
hundreds of feet below. 


Now we take a wide straight high­ 
way stretching aw ay betw een clusters 
of laveuder m ountains 
past 
Shaver 
Sum m it to Huyiield, w here the w ater 
will he lifted by nine big pum ps 4U0 
feet to its highest point. 
From there 
it will drop a foot a mile until 
it 
reaches R iverside. N ature has thought­ 
fully provided a shallow basin which 
will some day be known as Hayfieid 
reservoir. 
To plant their pump house 
in, the men have dug a hole big 
nough to bury the D esert Intl. 


Back to Buried M ountain, and it cer­ 
tainly does look like one, w ith its 
jagged sum m its ju st peeking out of the 
gravel wash. 
W hen we think of the 
hot w ater in the deep wells we can’t 
help wondering what m ight have hap­ 
pened here in some geologic yester­ 
day. 


D inner over, I stroll out into the 
sunset. 
The solitude is vast, the hill- 
slopes are awesom e, the wind sw eeps 
grandly down the em pty washes, but 
the creosotes and the ocotillos wave 
in friendly greeting. 
T hese 
native 
folk do love the land they live in. 
H ere in this wide outdoors, far away 
from strik es and rum ors of strikes, 
w here every hill flaunts its own per­ 
sonal skyline and its own peculiar hue. 
a m an at last feels free. 
Free as the 
sunrays that leap across the tops of 
the Coachellas. 
And if he isn't too 
full of quail and fixin’s he pauses to 
give h eartfelt thanks.
